Just fine, thank you, and the 
cast and crew of Finians Rainbow 
are having the time of their lives 
overcoming the various technical 
difficulties that arise in the pro- 
duction of a musical fantasy. The 
play, to be presented at 8:30 p.m. 
at the Little Theater from De- 
cember 3 to December 10, shows 
signs already of being a smash. 

The story concerns an Irish 
immigrant named Finian who 
comes to this country with a pot 
ot gold stolen from the lepre- 
chauns on the theory that if he 
plants said pot in the vicinity 
of Fort Knox, (Missatuckey), he 
will find happiness, Finian and 
his daughter, Sharon, are pursued 
by a rascalley leprechaun named 
Og, who, in his quest for the 
missing gold, is becoming more 
and more human every day. 

The production will feature 
Mike Linn in the title role, with 
Dolores Sharp singing the part of 
Sharon, and Don Long-Hurst as 
the elfish Og Sherwood Silva, 
Claudia Lambkin, and Richard 
Gregory will also add their tal- 
ents to the fantasy 

The play itself will be a corm- 
bination of music, fantasy, witty 
comedy and satire. This combina- 
tion has, however, presented diffi- 
culties 

“The biggest problem will be 
slipping out of oye set and into 
the mext set quickly, without dis- 
rupting the mood of the play.”

The World University Service 
was organized in 1920 by a 
Christian federation of college 
Students to meet the needs of 
students and professors in Europe 
following the damages imposed 
by World War [. Students around 
the world responded generously 
to the first appeal, and have 
been working together each year 
furthering the program 

The goal of WUS at SSC, re- 
ports Nancy Marshall, Co-ordin- 
ator of Cultural and World Af- 
fairs, and Chairman of WUS 
Drive, is $1,000. This goal! is less 
than $.20 per student. Nineteen 
clubs, rally committee, and the 
freshman and sophomore classes 
are participating in the drive 
which will be held December 
2nd through 6th. 

WUS is not an American chari- 
ww. Ree It is a mutual acsiatance pro- 


gram and any country having 
WUS committees may receive 
monetary assistance. The service 
organization is inter-racial, inter- 
denominational, and non-political. 
Countries may receive assistance 
with the criteria of having the 
ability to use money in a wise 
manner. Money is put to work, 
not merely spent. Instead of pur- 


chasing books, the equiprnent may 


be purchased to produce the 
books. In this way, the money 
helps the needy to help them- 
selves. 

People of all nations are in- 
spired to work shoulder to 
shoulder with their neighbors of 
other countries. They learn by 
sharing common problems, and 
learn to understand the philoso- 
phy of others. 

The program has expanded to- 
include 41 countries including the 
Middle-East, South-East, Asia,

Far-East, and Africa. 

In the fiscal year of 1956-57, 
WUS funds received over $1,000,- 
000 from the United States. Al- 
most 50 Calitornia colleges par- 
ticipate in WUS. In the Pacific 
Southwest Region, which includes 
Arizona, California, Hawaii, and 
Nevada, $41,107 was raised for 
the 1956-57 campaign 

The United States alse benefits 
from the service. Last year WUS 
spent $529,071 for education, 
refugee programs, etc 

The special project of 1956-57 
for WUS was the building of 
TB sanitariums in Japan and 
Indonesia. 

The Genera! Assembly of WUS 
meets each summer to plan the 
program for the next fiscal year. 
Delegates from each WUS com- 
mittee country meet te decide 
where the money wil go, and te 
discuss the emergency relief pro- 
gram. The emergency fund alone 
tr tised $150,000 te aid the Hun- 
garian relief program. in the 
United States alone 1,300 Hun- 
garians turned te WUS for guid- 
ance and aid in re-settiement. 
Through WUS Funds, 2,000 
scholarships amounting te ap- 
proximately $2,000,000 were made 
availabie. 

World University Service 
Funds are actively solicited only 
through colleges, and are used 
exclusively for college improve- 
ment, College students find funds 
more appreciated when they are 
the sole donators, rather than 
wealthy organizations or persons. 
It takes generosity for the college 
student to give, and the apprecia- 
tion is that much greater. “By 
Sharing your resources on a mu- 
tual service basis frough the 
colleges and universities of 41 
other countries, you are aot only 
assisting students to camplete 
their studies in good health, but 
you are also demonstrating a 
service to encourage international 
feeling among young people of 
free nations.” This was the reac- 
tion given by the late President 
Magsaysay of the Phillipines im 
@ speech issued to American col- 
lege students,

WUS was founded by a group of students in a few American

The second item your Student 
Council acted upon was a re- 
versal of the policy adopted by 
last year’s council concerning 
dancing in the student union. Be. 
cause of the nature of the furn- 
last year’s council felt 
that no dancing should be al- 
lowed, This vear there has been 
an inerease in demand for such 
sport by ASSSC organizations, As 
a consequence this year's Stu- 
dent Council reconsidered last 
year’s policy. Again we have ta- 
ken a realistic attitude. 

Because the student lounge was 
built to house approximately 200 
people engaged in whatever ac- 
tivity (reasonable) their little 
hearts desire: because the stu- 
dents themselves paid to furnish 
the lounge; and lastly. because of 
restrictions on use of the cafe- 
teria, the student lounge is the 
only place on campus for an or- 
ganization to hold a dance and 
pot luck for its own members, 
dancing will be permitted im the 
lounge this year. 

Last week Time magazine car- 
ried a revealing article on atti- 
tudes of college students on cam- 
puses over the country, stating 
that there is evidence everywhere 
of increasing maturity on the part 
of students. Based on the belief 
that thes is true on our own cam- 
pus. your council is acting accord- 
ingly in removing the above men- 
tioned restrictions, Results are in 
the hands of the students, whom, 
we have judged, have sufficient 
maturity to exercise due regard 
for their college sacittties and ep- 
portunities,

GOP Meet Quiet 








Directors of the California 
Republican Assembly met 
last weekend in San Rafael, 
and anyone who expected a 
lot of fireworks came away 
sadly disappointed. 

The meeting, at which the 
CRA fact-finding committee 
was to endorse its favorite 
candidates for public office, 
was about as controversial 
and heated as a funeral. 

By the end ot the festivities, 
the CRA had given its blessing 
1o William F. Knowland for gov- 
ernor of Califernia and Frank 
Jordan for secretary of state. 
Knowland unop- 
posed in the Republican column 
and Jordan is entirely unopposed, 


the CRA doesn't appear te have 
done any great deeds. 

THE REPUBLICAN wheels 
gathered at the conference passed 
over all other state offices until 
alier the first of the year. The 
fact-finding committee wil] meet 
on Jan. 18 to pick a slate of of- 
ficers, and the list will be put 
to the entire assembly in March, 


Since is now 


after all the candidates have 
filed. 
This is obviousiy a sensible 


move on the part of the CRA. 
To pick a candidate now and 
then have that man back out 
(very unlikely but still within 
the realm of possibility during 
these topsy-turvy political times) 
would be highly embarrassing. 
Also, the CRA wil! have less 
enemies if it waits unti] the bist 
of candidates narrows down (as 
it undoubtedly will) rather than 
pick from a long list of men. 

if nothing else, the meeting 
served to set the basic piatform 
of the Republicans for the 1958 
election as far as tabor is con- 
cerned. 

Knowland came out for a “fair 
and = equitabie” right-to-work 
law, a move which has created 
a substantial amount of animosi- 
1y toward the senior senator from 
California among Democrats and 
among certam segments of the 
Republican party 

HIS ACTION at that time was 
most probably a battle issue in 
his fight with Gov. Goodwin J. 
Knight tor the latter's post. He 
intended to use right-to-work as 
his chief weapon against the stil]l- 
but-not-to-be-for-long governor. 

Now that Knight is convenient- 
ly out of the way, Knowland can 
back off from his previously con- 
troversial stand on right-to-work 
legislation. But he cannot just 
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step back and say “I was only 
kidding, fellows.” Obviously he 
was not and he couldn't get away 
with a move like that even if he 


had been. 

But he has now proposed a so- 
called labor “bill of rights”, a 
six-point plan which the Republi- 
can party in California is going 
to push like it has never pushed 
anything before. It is basically 
a sound plan, one which ailows 
the rank and file of iabor unions 
to stand up against and if neces- 
Sary oust corrupt labor leaders. 

This is a “smooth move” on 
the part of the Republicans, be- 
cause Knowland’s “bill of rights” 
parallels closely a Democrat- 
eponsored bill introduced in the 
legislature not long ago which 
met with the approval of many 
jeaders on both sides of the floor 
but which for various reasons did 
not pass. 

SO IT APPEARS that Know- 
land’s plans are working out 
rather well. Whereas several 
weeks ago political observers 
were saying Knowland didn't

have a chance against Knight, 
then more recently that he could 
not possibly beat Pat Brown, 
they are now saying that it will 
probably be a good race.

Crouching before the TV 
set in the midst of the Perry 
Como Show the other night, 
we beheld a most appalling 
sight: a young man who was 
sitting at a breakfast table 
was having difficulty keep- 
ing his napkin on his lap. 
and when the thing finally fell 
to the floor to the tune of same- 
thing like “Oh, fudge! These 
lousy brand X napkins just won't 
stap put!” another man appeared 
out of nowhere and began sing- 
ing the praises of Kleenex table 
napkins (they'll stay on your 
lap!) What's so appalling about 
this? Nothing, really, except the 
Kleenex representative was only 
two feet tall! 

Shaking his head in dismay, 
our hero muttered something 
about getting himself some new 
glasses.

The point we have heen trying 
to make here is this: i movies 
are better than ever, it’s only be- 
cause they are not interrupted 
every ten minutes by raucous 
commercials that insult the intel- 
ligence of the average five year 
old. 

We all realize that in our eco- 
nomic system, advertising is a 
necessity. But we realize aiso 
that there are extremes in ad- 
vertising as well as in everything 
else, and as long as we have to 
put up with it, why not make it 
as painless as possible? 

There are commerciais that are 
even entertaining, to a degree, 
and these are becoming more 
and more prevalent. Animated 
cartoons, such as the Hamm’s 
Beer ads, have aroused much 
favorable criticism. Don Wilson’s 
Lucky Strike commerciais are 
often presented in an amusing 
and entertaining manner, and the 
Camel cigarette ads on the Phil 
Silvers Show are comparatively 
less nauseating. 

Then, of course, we have the 
other extreme, and unfortunately, 
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it is this extreme which predom- 
inates. Another paper napkin, 
Scotkins, has an advertisement 
currently gracing the video 
screens which can serve as an 

of commercial] drivel. A 
young lady demonstrates the dur- 
ability of Scotking by soaking 
part of the napkin in goo, stretch- 
ing it tight, and heaping every- 
thing under the sun on top of it. 
And behold! With virtually every- 
thing from a pair of cast-iron ear- 
rings to a Wurlitzer piano heaped 
on it, the soggy napkim still holds 
- . » but then it won't stay on 
your lap, like a Kleenex napkin! 
Just ask Manners, the butler. 

Of course, there are the auto- 
mobile commerciais. One of the 
more atrocious ones can be seen 
on the Lawrence Weik program. 
An announcer named Low Crosby 
slithers on stage and begins to 
sing the praises of what Welk 
calis “der new svept-ving Dotch.” 
(Translation: the new swept-wing 
Dodge.) And brother, by the time 
Crosby is through making love 
to the Dodge, one begins to 
wonder what ever happened to 
the opposite sex. He caresses each 
adjective describing the shiny 
heap of nuts, bolts, and chrome 
with honey-dipped smeothness 
and by George, by the time he 
is done, one actually can im- 
agine the automobile as a living, 
breathing entity.

ward, it is at the same time 
progressing. Ever since the mid- 
dle 40's and the emergence of 
Charlie Parker, jazz has been con- 
cerned more than ever with 
progress; with new ideas and 
new forms. 

And now, although the new 
ideas and the new forms are still 
forthcoming, jazz is going back- 
ward toward something that has 
been all but lost since the days 
of Parker. The real jazz feeling, 
which brings about a _ certain 
quality in the music—call it 
“funkiness,” “down hominess,” or 
what you wiill—was missing in 
most jazz since Parker; but now 


- it's back, and you don’t rate if 


you don’t get the old blues feel 
into anything you play. 

‘The back-te-the-roots move- 
ment has reached such propor- 
tiens that even Dave Brubeck has 
turned to the blues form for the 
first time, in an obvious attempt 
te be “funky.” 

The tip-off on Brubeck’s direc- 
tion came shortly after he added 
drummer Joe Moreilo to his quar- 
tet. Morello has driven the quar- 
tet harder than it went hefore, 
and it has been swinging. 

Bruebeck has for some time 
been the most controversial of 
jazzmen, and, although he’s been

and pouplariy, he hasn’t found 
anything like a warm reception 
from other jazzmen or from 
critics. 

This is a strange situation when 
you consider that there lives not 
one jazzman who doesn’t owe a 
good deal to the Oakland pianist 
with the original ideas. For it is 
Brubeck who has been to a great 
extent responsible for the in- 


creased public acceptance and 
awareness of jazz. 

Brubeck was the first to suc- 
cessfully bring jazz concerts to 
the colleges, and it has been in 
the colleges where jazz has 
gained a footheld, and where 
most jazz fans have discovered 
their interest in the music.  ° 

The move back to the roots 
is serving to bring the different 
schools of jazz playing closer to- 
gether. It’s true that you still 
won't mistake Shorty Rogers 
for Kid Ory, but now it’s much 
more apparent than ever that 
they both play jazz. 

The leader of the entire move- 
ment, and the unrecognized 
genius behind it, is a gentleman 
named Jimmy Guiffre, who, at 
the same time, plays as modern 
as anybody and with as much of 
the real jazz feeling as any- 
body. 

The album of the week, then, 
is one made by Guiffre, and 
titled the Jimmy Guiffre Three. 
Although the record has been 
out for a few months now it stil! 
rates mention because of its im- 
portance and significance. 

Using blues and folk music 
ideas and very modern forms 
and concepts, Guiffre and his 
cohorts—guitarist Jim Hall and 
Sacramento bassist Raiph Pena 
-—have come up with one the 
the truly important contributions 
of the year. 

It's on the Atlantic record 
label, and is one of the best of 
the many fine albums put out by 
that company in recent months,

Take that girl you've been 
going steady with since you were 
13 years old and punch her in 
the biasted nose! 

That's the beginning, men, in 
the campaign to reverse the 
matriarchy, that tyrannical reign 
that has hovered over our heads 
for too long.

Claiming with a straight face 
that he is attempting to arouse 
the interest of American youth 
in truly legitimate causes, Shul- 
man put it this way: 

“We are too fat and com- 
placent. For one thing, we must 
reverse the matriarchy. Women 
are naturally conservative. They 
are the nesters, the stand-patters. 

“When America was run by 
restless men, this country was the 
light of the world. But today the 
covered wagon is a station wagon 
and the frontier is a _ picture 
window—looking out on some- 
body else’s picture window. 

“Here is something you can do 
with your own two hands to start 
reversing the matriarchy.” 

After you stomp the gai friend 
in the face with your hob-nail 
boots, Shulman contends, “the 
issue between you and she once 
and for all will be settled and 
leave no confusion as to who is 
boss.” 

Shulman thinks women would 
appreciate the end of their matri- 
archy “which has occurred large- 
ly by default. Men come home 
at night too tired to make de- 
cisions, so the wife willy-nilly has 
to. She would be delighted to 
have this responsibility taken off 
her hands. So go ahead and take 
it from her.” 

Shulman, currently on a spc ak- 
ing tour of Eastern colleges, was 
then helped from the podium and 
returned to his home, where Mrs. 
Shulman caimly beat hell out of 
him.

You won't have to travel far 
this week to catch a couple of 
fine art shows. They are two 
shows of considerable merit right 
here on campus. 

Impressive Collection of Oils 

In the foyer of the iittle the- 
atre you will find a selection 
of work by Wayne Thiebaud. 

These oils are from the Thie- 
baud show which appeared in 
Crocker Gallery last month. You 
may recall that this reviewer 
was much impressed by these 
paintings and said so in an 
earlier column. The selection of 
pictures to show here at SSC was 
a good one. The one exception to 
this, I found, was “The Black 
Knight,” a massive painting of a 
man on a motorcycle rendered 
in shades of blue and black. For 
its size, the whole composition 
left me rather cold and the tech- 
nique used seemed incongruous 
With the other paintings in the 
show. 

This is a moot point, however, 
which should not impair your en- 
joyment of the show as a whole. 
There is so much visual excite- 
ment in the gallery that you will 
hardly know where to begin look- 
ing. Plan to spend at least a half 
hour because the longer you look 
at an individual picture, the more 
you will derive from it. This is 
especially true of “Water City” 
and “The Chair,” two of my per- 
sonal favorites. You will be in- 
trigued by the richness of color 
and the depth achieved by Thie- 
baud’s dots and splashes of color. 

The jittle gallery in the East 
end of the art building contains 
a display of prints in various 
media by SSC students. You will 
find silk-screen prints, etchings 
and lithograph prints-——-something 
for every taste. | think that it is 
one of the best student shows to 
appear on campus in some time. 

Several of the prints have ap- 
peared in loca) art shows. Among 
the etchings, I particularly liked 
“Still Life’ by Herb Nichols, 
which sorne of you may have 
seen at the State Fair this year. 
In the lithograph line you might 
notice the beautiful freedom of 
“Before Bathing” by Joven and 
the intricate detai] of Joe Pur- 
cell's “Native Woman.” The 
subtle coloring of Jack Skram’s 
“Conation” is very pleasing to 
the eye. Be sure to notice Marge 
Francisco's “Woman With Flow 
er,” a silk screen print in bold 
primary colors and “Bernadette,” 
another strong-colored screen 
print by Herb Nichols.

Only tomorrow's 
make up contest between SSC and Humboldt State remain 
on the league schedule. 

San Francisco State, a preseason choice for conference 
champions, have wrapped up the title for the third time 
in the last four years. Their relatively easy 23-6 victory over 
the Chico State Wildeats last week proved what many 
people had stated, that the Gators were the strongest team 
in the league. 

Last vear the Gators were co-chimpions with the Cal 
Aggies and Humboldt State, the two elevens that the ex- 
perts also picked for repeat performances this year. 

Chico State provided the surprise of the league as they 
battled right down to the game last week with the Gators 
before thev succumbed.

The University of Nevada, picked for a low finish this 
season. did just that as they played up and down through 
most of the campaign and ended with only one victory, that 
over the Cal Aggies. 

The Aggies, who on paper had the makings of another 
ehampionship team, featured only injuries and sickness this 
season and as such, finished in the league basement minus a 
victory. 

Then there is the Hornets, a club most people figured 
would be a doormat for the rest of the conference elevens, 
tomorrow, playing the Humboldt gridders in a game which 
will determine third place in the standings. In one year, 
coach John Baker has developed a winning and fighting 
team to represent the Green and Gold. SSC has set a record 
for number of victories in one season, totaling five thus far 
with two encounters remaining on their schedule.

This season’s schedule features several tournaments ip 
which outstanding teams will be entered against the Hor- 
nets.

Al- 
though this fish is not very im- 
portant in the Clear Lake catch, 
this is one of the few places you 
can catch California's only native 
sunfish. Night fishing is legal on 
this lake, and is particularly pop- 
ular with catfishermen, whose 
fires dot the dark shoreline on 
many a balmy night.

Northam te Read 
Dylan 


Ne contemporary poet, with 
the possible exception of T. &. 
Eliot, has excited greater popu- 
lar attention than Dylan Thomas, 
whose work will be read by Dr. 
Stuart Northam next Monday 
nooa in the Sierra Room (Adm. 
202). 

The Welsh poet's short life 
(he died four years ago, at the 
age of 39) was filled with liter- 
ary prductions of mzry kinds, 
including short stories, radio and 
motion picture scripts, drama, 
and poetry. 

He toured the United States 
im 1950 and 1952 and was em- 
barked on yet another tour of 
forty university and ocollege 
towns when he died suddenly in 
New York City. His dramatic 
cnronicle of a Welsh town, Un- 
der Milk Wood, has closed this 
week after a successful run on 
Broadway. 

Prof. Northam brings to his 
reading of Dylan Thomas an ad- 
iiration for the poet and a wide 
acquaintance with contemporary 
literature generally. His appear- 
ance will be the third in the 
series of readings presented 
Monday noons during the fald
